He then touched 
Sriefly upan the question of the 
moral obligation of the banks 
concerned to protect the interests 
of theinvesting public by insist- 
ing upon effective foreign super- 
wision, and the ‘desirability in 
China's own intaresta of the uni- 
Gcation of the railway system. 

A Chinese Banking Group has, 
of course, been in existence for 
some months, which financed the 
Railway Car Loanand the Shang- 
hai Mint Loan, of 1921. In 
Chinese circles these transactions 
were hailed as @ proof that China 
could berself finance productive 
undertakings for which adequate 
security could be offered, without 
foreign co-operation. It may be 
doubted, however, whether that 
view prevails to-day. The Gov- 
ernment has alresdy defaulted 
upon the Railway Car Loan, 
owing to General Wo Pei-fu's in- 
terference with the Kin-Han 
Railway. and his  appropria- 
tion, for military expenditure.

The Empress of Asia made the 
trans-Pacific run in §& days 2 
hours and 4 niinutes, with her 
arrival on Juce 30th, 1919. :
